The amendment filed 6/13/2006 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final rejection has 
NOT been entered. The final Office action, mailed 2/13/2006, is maintained. 

The proposed amendment to claim 1 raises new issues that would require further search 
and consideration. The phrases "comprising a ligand-binding portion of MRP 1" and "an ATP- 
sensitive potassium ion channel portion of Kir6.2," as recited in the proposed amendment to 
claim 1, change the scope of the claim. Further, the term "portion" lacks antecedent basis in the 
instant specification, which raises the issue of new matter. Moreover, the proposed amendment 
raises new issues under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st paragraph, with respect to the description of fusion 
proteins comprising the ligand-binding portions of MRP 1 and ion channel portions of Kir6.2. 
For example, the first working example of the specification teaches the fusion of the C-terminal 
ends of various ABC transporter proteins, obtained using specific primer sequences, to what 
appears to be the entire Kir6.2 coding sequence. Thus, claim 1 and the claims that depend 
therefrom that are not limited to SEQ ID NO: 1, 4, 6 or 8 require further search and 
consideration. 

With regard to Applicant's arguments directed to the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, all arguments are directed to the newly amended claims. As discussed above, the 
amendments have not been entered. Therefore, the arguments are moot and will not be 
addressed. 

This application contains claims 30, 32 and 33 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in the reply filed 2/10/2005. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
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cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP 
§821.01.
